General Assembly Called to Order at 
Noon Wednesday—Little Ceiemony 
Attends the Gathering—Last M es­ 
sage cf Gov. 
Altgeld Delivered— 
Permanent Officers are Elected. 


Springfield,

7.—At 
1- 
o’clock Secretary of State Hinriehsen 
rapped the house to order and intro­ 
duced Rev. F. W. Taylor of Springfield, 
who invoked the divine blessing. 
The 
roll call showed all of the members 
present except Sherman, Wood 
and 
Webb. 
The house then proceeded to election 
of a temporary speaker. 
Mr. Cochran 
for the republicans presented the name 
of Hon. Charles A. Allen of Vermillion 
county for temporary speaker. 
Mr. 
O'Donnell of McLean county, from the 
democratic side of the house, placed 
in nomination Captain James H. F ar­ 
rell of Cook. 
Mr. Allen was declared 
elected temporary speaker by a party 
vote of 83 to 64. 
Mr. Booth presented 
a list of tem* 
porary officers of the house as author­ 
ized by the republican caucus. 
Mr. 
Novak presented the democratic list. 
The republican list was adopted by 
party vote. 
The house then proceeded on motion 
of Mr. Bryan to the election of perma­ 
nent officers. Mr. Miller of Cook placed 
Mr. Curtis in nomination. 
Tiler* was 
enthusiastic applause on the republic­ 
an side of the house. 
Mr. Stoskopf. 
representing the democratic 
side ot 
the house, placed in nomination Mr. 
Craig of Coles county. 
Seconding speeches were made by 
Mr. Sharrock for Curtis and Mr. Comp 
ton of McDonough county for Craig. 
On the roll call Curtis and Craig ex­ 
changed votes. Curtis was elected, re­ 
ceiving 86 votes to 65 for Craig. 
The permanent officers of the house 
as named by 
the republican caucus 
were then elected. Mr. Barricklaw pre 
sented the democratic list, which was 
rejected by a party vote. The reading 
of the governor’s message was post 
poned until to-day. 
Ten o’clock was 
fixed as the meeting hour of the house. 
Lieutenant-Governor Gill called the 
senate to order at 12 o’clock. 
Rev. M. 
F. Troxell of Springfield invoked the 
Divine blessing in a short prayer. 
► 
Senator Templeton offered a resolu­ 
tion electing temporary officers of the 
senate. 
It was adopted. The senators 
then assembled before the bar of the 
senate, while Chief Justice Magruder 
administered the oath of office. 
The selection of permanent officers 
was then taken up. Senator Bogardus 
nominated H. V. 
Fisher 
of Harvey 
county president 
pro tem. 
Senator 
McKinlav placed iii nomination Sena­ 
tor Mahoney of Cook. 
Senator Fish 
was 
elected, 
receiving 
thirty-seven 
votes, •while Senator Mahoney received 
seventeen. 
After some routine busi­ 
ness the senate adjourned until 
IO 
o’clock today. 


T h e G o v ern o r's M e ss a g e . 
The last message of Gov. Altgeld 
upon the convocation of the XLtli gen­ 
eral assembly of Illinois, opened with 
the following reference 
to 
appoint­ 
ments: 
“The policy adopted at the beginning 
of the administration, in the matter of 
making 
appointments, 
when 
other 
things were equal, was to give prefer­ 
ence to men who were politically in 
sympathy with this administration, but 
in all cases where, by reason of some 
special fitness or some peculiar condi­ 
tion, it was believed that the 
state 
could be best served by the appoint­ 
ment of a republican, such appointment 
was promptly made. 
Gov. Altgeld then turns to penitentiar­ 
ies and convicts and deplores the fact 
that prisoners 
are 
made 
to wear 
stripes. The portion referring to pris­ 
ons reads as follows: 
“The prison at Joliet was for many 
years occupied by contractors. N a s ­ 
ally they made no improvements that 
they were not obliged to make, and 
when they moved out there was not a 
shop or a building used by them that 
was fit for further occupancy and most 
of them had to be practically rebuilt. 
The prison is now’ one of the best of its 
kind in the w’orld. 
“The law’ never provided that pris­ 
oners should wear stripes, the punish­ 
ment which the law’ provided for its 
Infraction 
being 
imprisonment 
and 
hard labor. 
The commissioners of the 
prison at Joliet, oiythe 1st of July last, 
clothed the prisoners 
in 
plain gray 
suits, and since that time have been 


atter serving a 
prison.” 
I 
The governor urges arbitration as j 
the only method of settling disputes I 
between labor and capital. 
He says: 
“The conviction has grown that these 
disputes, like all other disputes be­ 
tween citizens of a civilized community, 
should in some w’ay be decided by an 
impartial tribunal, representing at least 
in some degree the state. 
Experience 
in other states has demonstrated that 
a board of arbitration, with somewhat 
limited powers, could 
adjust, 
many 
difficulties, and has been of great ser­ 
vice to the public. 
During the closing 
hours of the special session of the leg­ 
islature in the summer of 1895 an act 
was passed to create a board of arbitra­ 
tion for this state, but the measure was 
opposed by some strong interests, and 
the board was so limited iii its pow’ers 
as to almost entirely destroy it. 
Yet 
during the seventeen months th at have 
elapsed 
since 
the 
board 
has 
been 
created, it has acted as a mediator in 
forty-one cases. 
In thirty-eight out of 
these 
forty-one 
cases a satisfactory 
adjustment was affected and further 
trouble avoided. 
In the other three 
cases the employers haughtily refused 
to take any notice of the board or its 
friendly efforts. 
I recommend such 
further 
reasonable 
legislation 
upon 
this question as will enable this board 
to properly perform the functions for 
which it was created, and increase its 
usefulness.” 
Landlords are spoken of in the fol­ 
lowing terms: 
“The 
principle 
of 
self-protection 
and 
self-preservation 
requires 
this 
state to adopt some reasonable legis­ 
lation for the purpose 
of 
guarding 
against the evils of landlordism. There 
are sections of the state w’here whole 
townships, and in some cases nearly 
half a county, are owned by one in­ 
dividual and are occupied by tenants 
who feel no interest in the soil and 
have no inducement to make improve­ 
ments.” 
The governor says an entirely new 
system from that now existing must be 
adopted. 
Each individual must 
be 
compelled to furnish a statement of 
what he has subject to taxation. 
The 
present system of allowing the assessor 
to guess at w’hat the individual has 
when no report is made results in no 
assessment at all. 
Under it the very 
rich make no returns, and consequent­ 
ly escape with little or no taxation, lf 
every man w’ere required to himself 
sign a written statement and return it 
to the assessor, showing what he had. 
and in the event of his failure to do so 
he were cited to go before some court 
to make such schedule, and the court 
w’ere required to double the assessment 
as a penalty, it would add millions to 
the taxable property of the state, and 
thus reduce the burdens of those men 
and corporations that now’ are trying to 
honestly pay their taxes. 
The defects in our system of making 
assessments are commented on as fol­ 
lows: 
“Most of the corporations of the state, 
doing a legitimate business, pay their 
full share of taxes, and in some cases 
perhaps more, while other very large 
concerns pay almost nothing. A sleep­ 
ing car company, w’hose office and head­ 
quarters are at Chicago, and which has 
over $60,000,000 
worth of 
property— 
whose stock sells in the m arket 
at 
figures which aggregate 
that 
sum — 
w’hich annually earns dividends that 
amount to a high rate of interest on 
that sum, and which, by reason of the 
fact 
that it 
is located 
in Chicago, 
should, under the law, pay taxes there 
on all its personal property, especially 
on such as is not assessed elsewhere— 
is assessed in our state at only $1,561,- 
955. 
As a rule, other property is as­ 
sessed at from one-fourth to one-fith 
of its m arket value. If this corporation 
were assessed in proportion, its addi­ 
tional assessment w’ould amount in the 
neighborhood of $8,000,000, and its an­ 
nual taxes on this sum 
in 
Chicago 
w’ould be considerably 
over $500,000. 
Two years ago it cost the state a large 
sum of money to guard the property of 
this corporation, yet, when it comes to 
bearing the burdens of the government, 
it manages to shift them 
on 
to the 
shoulders of others.” 
A part of the message is devoted to 
the abuse of newspaper privileges in 
the state. 
The governor says: 
“The legislature owes it to the people 
to devise some reasonable protection

Sad Loss of Life Attends the Borning 
of

Pupils 
are 
Rescued, but W ith 
Difficulty. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—The Loud hill 
to amend the law relating to second­ 
class mail m atter was passed by the 
house Wednesday after twro days de­ 
bate by a vote of 141 to 105. The most 
important provision of the bill denies 
to serial publications admission to the 
mails at I cent a pound rates. 
It is as 
follows: 
“That nothing herein contained "hail 
be so construed as to admit to the sec­ 
ond-class rate publications purporting 
to be issued periodically and to sub­ 
scribers. but which are merely books 
of reprints of books, whether they be 
issued complete or in parts, whether 
they be bound or unbound, whether 
they be sold by subscription or other­ 
wise or whether they purport to 
be 
premiums or supplements or parts of 
regular newspapers or periodicals.” 
The bill also denies to newspapers 
the “sample copy” privilege, and the 
privilege enjoyed by newsdealers of re­ 
turning unsold publications at the sec­ 
ond-class rate. 
The only other important change in 
the present law' provides that publish­ 
ers whose publications are admitted as 
second-class m atter shall be required 
before depositing such mail m atter rn 
the postoffice to separate the same into 
the United States mail sacks or bundles 
by states, cities, tow’ns and counties, 
as the postmaster-general shall direct 
Milliken (rep., Me.). W agner 
(rep.. 
Pa.), Tracy (rep.. Mo.), 
Morse 
(rep.. 
Mass.), and Bingham (rep.. Pa.), made ; 
brief speeches against the bill. 
Mr. Loud closed the general debate 
in advocacy of his measure. The bill 
wras then read for amendment under 
the five-minute rule. 
Mr. Tracy 
(rep., Mo.) 
offered 
an 
amendment, the purpose of w’hieh was | 
to permit the transmission as second- j 
class matter of serial publications and 
books when sent as parts of regular , 
newspapers. 
After debate the amend­ 
ment was withdarwn when the com- j 
mittee rose at 4 o’clock, and the vote! 
was taken on the engrossment 
and I 
third reading of the bill. 
This was a test vote on the bill. The 
motion was carried—144 to 105. 
'File 
opposition made no further 
effort in 
the face of this defeat. 
The bill 
was 
passed without division, and at 4:30 p. 
rn. the house adjourned.

Mr. Justice presented a great array 
of statistics to show’ the ruin of the 
wool business by the Wilson law’.

C. Moses, an importer of Australian 
and South American w’ools contended 
that the duties asked by the Wool- 
Growrers’ association were prohibitive 
and w’ould mean death to the manu­ 
facturer. 
Delegate Catron of New Mexico said 
that the value of the wool produced 
by the 3,000,000 sheep in that territory 
had decreased on an average l l cents 
a pound since the enactment of the 
Wilson law.

Montreal, Que., Jan. 7.—The Ursuline 
convent at Roberval, Lake St. John, 
in this province, was destroyed by fire 
at 6 o’clock Wednesday morning, and 
seven nuns were burned to death. The 
names of the dead and their religious 
titles are:

It was exactly 6 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing when the flames from a taper in 
■ the chapel of the convent ignited the 
{draperies and floral 
ornamentations, 
and in an instant the whole place was 
in flames. The inmates of the building, 
consisting of the nuns and such schol­ 
ars as were left during the holiday sea­ 
son, numbering in all fifty persons, 
; were panic stricken. 
All the young 
women, so far as can he learned, were 
able to escape. 
It was in rescuing the 
pupils under their care that the seven 
sisters beneme overpowered with the 
smoke and heat, and thus lost their 
lives. 
The establishment, which was con­ 
trolled by the Ursulines of Quebec, is a 
cloistered order, and the oldest 
re­ 
ligious sisterhood in Canada. 
It is 
named the Convent of Our Lady of 
Lake St. John, and is the largest in 
the <1 istrict. 
The building was of brick, was five 
stories in height, and was finished in 
1887. 
No adequate protection against 
fire had been provided. 
The best pos­ 
sible fight was made against the flames 
under the circumstances. 
A bucket 
brigade was formed by the villagers, 
but without avail. 
The convent was 
situated upon the shore of Lake St. 
John, a mile from the village of Rob­ 
erval, which is a settlement of some j 
500 persons, on the very outskirts ot 1 
civilization. 
The loss is estimated at $75,000. with 
only 
about 
$12,000 insurance. 
The 
school was closed on account of the 
holidays, and most of the pupils had 
gone home. 
Those remaining are all 
safe.

compelled to receive, and is receiving 
only silver for customs duties, taxes, 
etc.

More light is thrown upon the law 
govcruiug contracts and deliveries of 
ic bacco by a decision of tho Aft Ucon- 
sin Supreme court quoted in 56th 
Wisconsin Reporter than 
any case 
tnat has ever been before the courts 
of this state Tne Cise was that of Ol­ 
son vs Mayer. Charles Olson, of Albion 
contracted 15 acres ol Wisconsin IHBI 
crop to Jos. Mayer's Sons at 12 cents 
per pound assorted. 
When the crop 
was delivered in Feb. 
1882, 
Mr. 
Hen ley, agent 
for 
Mayer, refused 
to accept the tobacco 
because the 
quality and conditions were not up to 
I coati act 
The crop was afterward.-, 
reassorted 
at bentU*y’s 
warehouse 
and nearly 4000 lbs. being obj cted 
as not being merchantable. 
Suit 
was brcugl t by O.sou in the Dane 
county court and on trial the jury 
found for him for the full 
amount 
claimed. 
The defendants appealed to 
the supreme c-urt. 
Judge 
Lyon in 
his opinion on the case says: 
R egarding tho Defects. 
“ If the defects in the goods are pat 
ent and obvious to the senses and the 
pure a&er has a full opportunity for 
examination and kiowa of the def(.ct6, 
he taunt either when he receives the 
B'oo .s or within a reasonable time 
thereafter, notify the seller that the 
goods are not accepted as fulfilling the 
contract in that behalf; otherwise the 
defects will be deemed waived. 
When 
ihe contracts for the sale of the leaf 
in question were made it was not in a 
deliver^b*e coedit ion. 
The crop hid 
to be cured, assorted and put up for 
market. 
There was nothing in the 
contrac's which showed the intentions 
by the parties that the property in the 
tobacco should pas-? to the defendants 
before the actual delivery thereof to 
•Dfm. 
The authorities agree that the 
property remained in the plaintiff un­ 
til delivery. 
No time of payment be­ 
ing named in the coLtract toe price of 
tabasco became due on delivery and 
acceptance.*’ 
The court held the de 
tendante may prove the conditions ow 
wniffi they accepted the tobacco. 
Ga** In the Standard 
“ The plaintiff claimed that the to­ 
bacco was all merchantable; 
the de­ 
fendants it was not. 
The condition if 
any were imposed by the defendants. 
Uuder them the Dlaintiff had the o p ­ 
tion to go to the defendants’ ware­ 
house and re-assort the tobacco cr let 
the defendant do so at his expense. 
By failing to reassort, he chose the 
latter course. 
The theory of 
the 
plaintiff that he was entitled to re­ 
cover the full amount of his claim un­ 
less the parties expressly agree that 
toe defendants should re-assort the 
tobacco we think an erro*.”

began to get better.

lowed to sit still for an instant. L ater 
yet be was taken out into the cool 
night air, and walked abont for an 
hoar longer.

Editor Gazette—In 
your issue of 
Jan. 5 I note acccunt of the fourteen 
year cid boy, who was shot in the head 
w ith an air gun. 
T he incident recalls to my mind the 
resolutions which were adopted at th e 
annual meeting of the Humane Socie­ 
ty, and furnishes a lessen cf much im 
portance. 
One boy injured for life or killed, 
accounts for more th a n any possible 
am ount of pleasure all the toy weapons 
in the world can afford. 
Hut more than that, the instincts of 
cruelty are nourished by such amuse 
ments, and we as a Humane Society 
feel th a t the evils and unkindnesses 
and enmities of life can be largely pre­ 
vented by the careful training of 
children. 
It Ifas seemed wise to me, therefore, 
to recall the public attention to the 
following resolutions: 
“Inasmuch as It is the quite common practice 
of many parents to furnish their childrrnwith 
guns of various kinds, real and imitation; and 
“Inasmuch as the free use of these toys lends 
to stimulate the germs of inhumanity in the 
children’s breast; 
“ We, the Janesville Humane Society, do here­ 
by unite in giving voice to our disapproval of 
this custom. And we urge our fellow cit /ens to 
co-operate with us, so far, at least, as to keep 
out of their children’s bands anything in the 
way of tirearms, as bows and arrows or other 
agencies of cruelty .until they have reached such 
an age as to be be able To use them with wisdom 
and care. 
“The habit of cruelty is usually formed in the 
earlier lite -the disposition for sports which are 
cruel grows in time into a passion. On the 
other hand kindness can never be more easily 
encouraged or more permanently implanted in 
t^e Ii e of a n an or woman than in childhood. 
Tor this reason we respectfully urge the moth­ 
ers and fathers of Janesville to a sist us in this 
way in our work of preventing cruelty and inhu­ 
manity.”

ORDER ADOPTED BY THE COUN­ 
TY BOARD. 


Severe Examinations Have Railed the 
Standard 
During the Last Year, 
Super intender^ Ross Reports —Cost 
Figured at $3 Per Pupil—Compara­ 
tive W ages of Teachers. 


School m atters occupied the atten ­ 
tion cf 
th? county board during the 
first two hours of the January sescicn. 
The annual reports cf Sup ^rintendents 
Throne and Ross were read 
Super­ 
intendent Ross reported th a t he had 
one hundred and fifty teachers under 
his supervision, and th at severe exam ­ 
inations had resulted in raising the 
standard materially. 
He complained 
of lack of apparatus. 
In twelve dis­ 
tricts he said free text books wete 
given to tho pupils, and the plan had 
proved very satisfactory. 
The law 
provides th a t a vet. shall be taken c c 
this snbj ct once a year in each dis­ 
trict 
In this half of the county, disease 
had interfered with the schools seri­ 
ously during the last twelve months. 
He listed bib pupils at 4,763 and re­ 
ported the cost of schools for the last 
year at $ 5,800. this being a cost of 
$8.00 per pupil. 
Superintendent 
Throne 
reported 
th a t two new schools had been built in 
this cistrict, that twelve male teachers 
were employed at an average salary 
of $46 50 per month ann th a t 123 male 
teachers were employed at an average 
o i $27.50, the total 
am ount being 
$25,665. 
Supt. Thorne urged th a t a resolution 
be passed forbidding superintendents 
to is'-.ie certificates to applicants under 
eighteen years of age. 
By unanimous vote the board agreed 
to Supt. T horne’s 
recommendation 
and passed a resolution to th a t effect. 
County Clerk M clntyre’6 report was 
read, showing toe rec* iota of the of­ 
fice to have been $2 549.62, and the 
disbursements $2 280.62.

You can he ar yourself wink. A won­ 
derful machine has been invented by 
which tie hitherto imperceptible sound 
of the ac lion of the eyelid is made cleat 
and distinct to the ear. The invention 
is called the phorca-.oscope. The new 
wonder was designed to be used by 
physicians and surgeons for detecting 
the presence of disease by sound. With 
its perfection it will be possible for 
the medical world to prepare a perfect 
chart which xviii enumerate the sound 
of every' disease known, and to instant­ 
ly detect that sound with an applica­ 
tion of the phonendoscope. There will 
be no mistake or misconstructions in 
the matter of a diagnosis. The delicate 
instrument which those who are for­ 
tunate enough to catch a glimpse of 
now handle as carefully7 as if it were 
made of diamonds, consists of a circu­ 
lar or tympanum box of highly-polish­ 
ed metal. On one of its fiat surfaces 
there are two apertures for the attach­ 
ment of that number of little rubber 
tubes, each fitted with a tiny elbow nub 
to be placed in either ear. The other 
surface thews a thin and senetive disk, 
which i"’ »-'-adily thrown into vibration. 
The thin disk, being controlled by the 
compressed air of the circular box, is 
so sensitive that the faintest breath 
upon 
the disk sends a wave current 
through the box, into the rubber tubes 
and against the ear drum of the listen­ 
ing person. Not only can this breath 
upon the disk be heard, but its force in 
transit is multiplied a thousand-fold. 
so that w'hen It reaches 
the ear 
it 
sounds like the roaring of a gale of 
wind at sea. Tapping the disk lightly 
with the fingers sends a sound into the 
ears like the tramping of many horses, 
and the wink of an eyelid gives forth 
a sound like the fall of heavy waters. 
By the arrangement of the rubber con­ 
necting tubes it will be understood that 
the ends can be put into the ears so 
that any one can hear himself wink or 
detect the sound of the most gentle 
breathing. 
For the use of surgeons in the locat­ 
ing of disease is an ingenious contriv­ 
ance, which consists of a second disk 
attached to the first, with a vulcanite 
rod fastened so that the area of auscu- 
lation may be extremely circumscribed. 
By adding the rod, the conduction of 
sound is only slightly diminished, and 
thus are combined the principle of the 
solid stethoscope with that 
of 
the 
tympanum. The rod usually attached 
to the instrument is about two inches 
long, but rods of greater length are 
often used in exploring cavities of the 
anatomy which communcate with the 
exterior. If one of the larger rods be 
inserted in the mouth, the sound o? 
swallowing can be heard, and th*1 drop­ 
ping of the soft palate is plainly audi­ 
ble. 
Used in connection 
with 
the 
microphone 
transmitter of the 
tele­ 
phone, it would reproduce the beating 
of an irregular heart or the wheezing 
of a diseased bronchial tube at a great 
distance. 
Branched tubes are also 
furnished, by means of which a num­ 
ber of persons may listen to the same 
magnified sound at the same time. This 
furnishes one point 
at least 
upon 
which, “when doctors disagree,” opin­ 
ions will coincide.—San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer.

She worked at many 
things in San Francisco, but none of 
them pointed the road to even compar­ 
ative independence.

A T ree T urned to Iron. 
A remarkable discovery', as narrated 
by 
Prof. 
Carter to the Academy of 
Sciences of Philadelphia was made 
lately near Three Tans. Montgomery • 
county, Pa. 
In a sandstone quarry at 
that place an iron tree has been found 
imbedded in the rock ten feet below 
the surface. The tree is about eighteen 
feet 
long 
and eighteen 
inches 
iu , 
diameter, 
and has been 
completely 
turned to iron, or rather to the iron 
ore 
known as brown hematite; 
and 
Prof. Carter accounts for the phenom­ 
enon by the fact that the shales aud 
the sandstones in that neighborhood 
are covered with red oxide of iron, and 
sometimes with brown hematite. It is 
presumed that the iron ore was reduced 
by organic matter, and that it was 
made soluble in water containing car- J 
bonic acid gas; then, as the water hold- \ 
ing the iron in solution came in con- i 
tact with the tree the iron was precipi­ 
tated on the latter, and there was an 
interchange of vegetable and mineral 
matter, so that the rocks xx7ere relieved 
of their coloring and the tree took 
it up.
